Rusk Urges Test Ban OK 
LLS. Would Resume 
If Pact Is Violated 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk urged 
Senate approval of the nuclear 
test ban treaty today with the 
promise that the United States 
would stand ready to resume test­ 
ing at once if it detects violations 
of the pact. 
In 
testimony 
that 
at 
times 
verged on the eloquent, Rusk told 
members of three Senate commit­ 
tees that the United States has 
not forgotten the lessons of its 
dealings with Russia over the 
past 18 years. 
He said this country would be 
“on the alert for any violations, 


and 
we 
have 
a 
high 
degree 
of confidence in our ability to de­ 
tect them.’’ He added, “if signifi­ 
cant testing in violation of the 
treaty takes place, we will know 
about it. And we will be ready at 
all times to resume testing in all 
environments, and promptly, if 
that should become necessary.” 
In reply to questions, Rusk said 
the treaty would allow the United 
States to continue, even expand, 
its program of underground test­ 
ing, which is not banned. He said 
the nation should follow a course 
of “preparation and readiness”

U.S. Court Refuses 
To Open Va. Schools 


RICHMOND, Va. (UPI) - A 
federal appeals court refused to­ 
day 
to 
order 
Prince 
Edward 
County, Va., to reopen its public 
schools. The county abandoned 
public education in 1959 to avoid 
desegregation. 


The U. S. 4th Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled, in effect, that Vir­ 
ginia state courts must first rule 
in the involved case. 


A hearing on the case is sched­ 
uled later this year before the 
Virginia Supreme Court of Appeal 
the state’s highest court. 
The case came up on appeal 
from a July 26. 1962 ruling by

Tax Cut 
Plan Changed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Kennedy administration today re­ 
vamped its plan for cutting ev­ 
erybody’s income taxes. The new 
plan, effective next Jan. I, would 
provide net reductions of 
$10.6 
billion, phased over a two-year 
period. 


The revised formula compares 
with 
the 
original 
plan 
under 
which individual and corporate 
income taxes would have been 
reduced about $10.3 billion, with 
the cuts taking effect in three 
stages — on July I, 1963, Jan. I, 
1964, and Jan. I, 1965. 


Treasury secretary D o u g l a s 
Dillon outlined the new plan in 
testimony at a closed session of 
the house ways & means com­ 
mittee. 


The three main elements of the 
revised plan: 


— Individual tax rates w o u l d 
range from 14 to 70 per cent. 
That compares with the present 
schedule of 20 to 91 per cent and 
with the original plan to cut rates 
to a 14 to 65 per cent range. 


— The tax rate on corporations 
would be cut to 48 per cent. That 
compares with the present rate 
of 52 per cent and the original 
proposal of a 47 per cent rate. 
The first $25,000 of corporate in­ 
come would be taxed at 23 per 
cent, instead of the existing rate 
of 30 per cent. The original pro­ 
posal would have cut this rate 
to 22 per cent.
